Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: While 
counsel intended to delete libido disorders and sexual dysfunction from claim 34, the examiner indicated that uses 
remaining in claims 33 and 34 are not enabled based on references discussed in previous action. Limiting these claims 
to anxiety,depression, Parkinson's Disease and impulsive behavior disorders would overcome the sole rejection 
remaining. While slow wave sleep disorders is correlated to activity relied on herein it is not described in applicants' 
disclosure. iVIr. Sage agreed that the claims be so limited to pass the case to issue. On 4/15 the examiner noted that 
"carbon" on the 5th last line of claim 18 on p.1 should be in plural form and that aryl and arylalkyl appearing on p.2 are 
extraneous since these no longer appear as choices in the variables. It was agreed these corrections be also made as 
well as adding a period at the end of claim 29.
